T h e Rate on Coal In Indiana Has Been 


Boosted 7 Cents. 


Indianapolis. Dec. 2.—The Indiana 
railroad commission has granted per­ 
mission to all railways in the state 
which receive coal at the mines and 
which base their tariffs on rates into 
Chicago and Hammond, at once to in­ 
crease the coal rate 7 cents a ton on 
In terstate shipm ents. 
The increase 
of IO cents which was proposed by the 
railw ays, to .become effective yester­ 
day, was thus reduced to 7 cents, ef­ 
fective at once. The permission grant 
ed by the commission had the effect 
of setting aside a rule requiring a 
•ta te d time for notice of a proposed 
lu te change. 
The increase affects vir­ 
tu ally the entire north half of the 
state, since rates to points in that te r­ 
ritory are controlled by the rates to 
Ham m ond and Chicago.

Good For the Eyes. 
It strengthens the eyes to bathe 
them either iii very hot w ater or in 
very cold. B etter yet is to take pieces 
of 
absorbent 
cotton, 
rounded

m ade Into little pads to fit the eyes, 
dip them In ice w ater and place them 
on the lids, changing them as they be­ 
come hot. 
A fter a few minutes of 
such treatm ent the eyes will feel com ­ 
forted and relieved to a great degree. 
This is specially grateful to the eyes 
after riding in the wind or after hav­ 
ing been subjected to the dust and 
cinders of a railw ay or the glare of 
bright reflections on the w ater when 
on a boat. Those who have a tendency 
to weak eyes should daily use an eye 
cup in which Is placed a boracic acid 
solution. The saturated solution diluted 
one-half Is generally the best 
and 
should be m ade fresh for each eye. 
T he eye should be opened and sh u t in 
the solution half a dozen times or 
more, so that It will thoroughly bathe 
the eyeball as well as the lids.

Tilt* people of Indiana last year 
purchased about 780,000 Red Cross 
Christmas Seals at one cent each, 
amounting to $7,800 or almost twice 
las much as the total sales for the 
year before. 
This money went into 
the hands of an Indiana Committee 
composed of Noble C. Butler, clerk 
of the I . S. Court, Roland Evans, re­ 
porter of tin* U. S. Court, and James 
Lilly, a merchant, all of Indianapolis. 
During the past year they have been 
expending tin* funds. 
They have 
erected fresh air cottages at Evans­ 
ville. South Bend, Frank port, Vin­ 
cennes, and at indianapolis, where 
victims of tuberculosis may obtain 
fresh air treatment regarded as the 
most effective method of combating 
the disease* 
In addition to these 
c o t t a g e s , the Indiana Committee has 
paid the expenses of a generous num­ 
ber of individuals who have had in­ 
cipient cases of the White Plague, 
who were all sent to first class sani­ 
tariums which make a specialty of 
tra d in g tubercular patients. 
The 
Indiana Commit! ce is very 
anxious to spread its activities more 
thoroughly over the state. 
It hopes 
to establish colonies of cottages in 
practically every city, but in order 
to do so two things are necessary. 
Th a people of the state must help the 
cause by the purchase of Red Cross 
Christmas Seals. 
The Indiana com­ 
mittee will use the money for building 
the cottages complete and setting 
them up. 
It is necessary that in each 
city where one of those colonies is 
located for some tubercular society 
or other organization to see that the 
cottages are kept in operation, that 
the patients are made comfortable, 
and where the patients have no mon­ 
ey tin* local organization is also to 
see that he is provided with food and 
other necessities. 
The IndianaCommittee is also anx­ 
ious to learn of worthy individual 
e a se s, when it will promptly under­ 
take to provide w a y s and means for 
giving treatment. 
Although the Christmas Seal" have 
been on sale iii Indiana only three 
holiday seasons, the little Christmas 
stickers have developed into a mighty 
medium for fighting the White Plague 
and a number of permanent cures 
have been made.

N the late eleethm the Socialist 
party polled approx imately 700,000 
votes, thus continuing : as the third 
party in (lie nation and taking like 
rank in most of the states. In New York, 
Wisconsin, California, Ohio, i’ennsy l- 
vania, Oklahoma. Indiana and Kansas, 
for ex ample, its g ains were marked. It 
carried the city of Milwaukee and the 
county in which it is situated, electing 
thirteen members of the state» assem­ 
bly and one senator. 
More important 
than all, it made Victor L. Berg er a 
representative in cong ress. 
Now. Berg er is not only a Socialist, 
but a political g eneral of no mean 
parts. 
One would not ex pect the two 
thing s to g o tog ether, and in nine hun­ 
dred and ninety -nine cases they would 
no t 
But the one-thousandth case is 
Berg er’s and is an ex ception. 
Some of the simon pure Socialists 
accuse Berg er of being an opportunist , 
They say that, having elected the may ­ 
or and council of the city of Milwau­ 
kee last spring . Berg er, who eng i­ 
neered the job. should have seen to it 
that the whole Socialist prog ram was 
put into immediate effect 
Instead of 
that his may or and council have g one 
along doing about wbat any reform ad­ 
ministration 
would 
have done and 
have neither waved the red flag nor 
put all the means of production and | 
distribution into the common pot. 


No Ex citement as Yet. 
About the only thing startling May or 
Seidel has put over was to say some ] 
thing s about Colonel T. Roosevelt, and 
they were mild and lady like compared ; 
to the epithets hurled at the colonel by ' 
eminent financiers and other perfectly 
respectable people in New York. 
In answer to his critics Berg er could 
say that had he followed the course 
of demanding the w Lula Socialist pro- | 
g ram at once there would not now be 
enoug h Socialists 
in 
Milwaukee to 
elect the whole county ticket—thirteen I 
members of the assembly , one senator j 
and one member of cong ress. 
He has 
said this in effect and lias added that j 
If he had lived in New York Instead I 
of Milwaukee the metropolis would 
now be in the hands of his party . 
Berg er has never run for president 
and never will, for the reason that he 
was born in Austria. 
But, then, there 
have iveen a few g ood men who never 
ran for president; also other g ood men 
who ran. but did not arrive. 
There 
were Clay . Webster. Blaine and Bry an, 
to say nothing of Debs. 
Mr. Debs has 
been running for president on tlie So­ 
cialist ticket long enoug h—well, long 
enoug h to g et him used to it. 
lie did 
not ex j>e< t to be elected; said so him­ 
self. 
He also said, as I recall it. that 
if he had ex pected to be elected he 
would not have run. which shows that 
the sour g rapes fable may apply to 
candidates as well as to fox es. 


Berg er Lo ng In Game. 
When Debs run for president there 
was Berg er behind him. Couldn't lose 
Berg er. He was a necessary man. For 
one thing , he had that indispensable 
q uality known as brains. 
Men with 
real g ray matter, of the sort that stay s 
on the job when needed, are not so 
numerous as to g lut the market. 
Berg er has been with Debs ever 
since the day s of the People's party . 
In the Populist national convention of 
18 0b Debs was a candidate for the 
presidential nomination, and Berg er 
was the man in charg e of his boom. 
Jt would not g o, however, and Bry an 
was named. 
During that campaig n 
Debs supported Bry an, and pres u in a 
bly Berg er did likewise. 
After it was 
over the two men, tog ether with some 
of Debs' 
Railway union 
following , 
launched the Social Democ ratic Party ! 
©f America. 
There had been a 
S ocia l- ; 
1st Labor party prior to that time, and. 
for the matter of that, there is one 
y et. But it never reached 40.000 votes 
tn the entire country and in 19 08 had 
fallen to less than 14,o0o. 
After a few y ears the name of the 
Social Democratic party was chang ed 
to plain Socialist. 
At the start it was 
rather uphill work for the new org an 
izarion. 
In 19 00 Debs, as a candidate 
for 
president, 
received only 
8 7,8 11 
votes, but In 19« >4 he Jumped it up to 
402.28 3. 
During the nex t four y ears 
the vote remained almost stationary , 
since in 1908 Debs received 420.79 3. 


the most conservative of them delay ing 
the advent of the millennium till 191«*. 
They are all certain it will not take 
long er than that. 
Since Comrade Ber­ 
g er is in cong ress and some of the 
other comrades are in various state 
leg islatures the advent of the g olden 
ag e is at our very doors. 
Bellamy ’s 
“Looking Backward" is to take form 
and dwell among us. 
There shall be 
no more poverty , and the trusts and 
hig h prices shall trouble us no more. 


Reaso n Fo r Jo y . 
Well, one can hardly blame tlie com­ 
rades for their Joy . 
They have been 
working for long y ears now, and this 
g limmer of hope must be as balm in 
Gilead. 
When y ear after y ear the 
small vote would come in they would 
bravely pat each other on the backs 
and say , “We do not want to g row 
too fast; we are try ing to make Social 
ists. not victories; we prefer it this 
way since it assures us that every one 
is a thoroug h convert before lie joins 
us.” etc. 
It-w as a cheerful way to 
look at it. almost pathetically cheer­ 
ful, since it was q uite apparent that 
they were not g rowing too fast. 
No 
dang er in that direction, at any rate. 
But tliis is all chang ed now. 
The tide 
is their way , their ships are coming in, 
and 
the 
millennial 
dawn 
is 
fairly 
blushing in t lie east. 
Well, here is hoping that they do not 
awaken too soon. 
It is a pleasant 


The pioneer g rubs out a little clear- 
jng In the forest and there dies and is 
ouried. 
fears afterward a city spring s 
up where his cabin stood. The millions 
in the city may not remember even the 
pioneer’s name. 
Yet he play ed his part 
in the drama of prog ress. 
All honor to 
the political pioneers in whatever camp 
they are found. 
Whatever of truth 
they utter will live after them and will 
ultimately triumph, thoug h not in their 
way nor y et in their day . 
In some aspects the Socialist party 
is different, however, from any of those 
that have g one before. 
For one tiling , 
it has an ex istence in many lands. 
It 
is the balance of power in Germany , 
is very influential in France and has a 
strong footing in Great Britain and 
g enerally throug hout Europe. 
For an­ 
other thing , it is compactly org anized 
and its devotees are zealots, as ready 
to g o to jail as to cong ress. For a third 
thing , it will not enter into combina­ 
tion with other parties, as already 
noted. 
For a fourth, its elected repre­ 
sentatives are not liable to betray and 
discredit it. since each one leaves a 
written resig nation in tlie hands of his 
local org anization, to lie sprung at any 
time that he g oes counter to the party ’s 
will. 
All these tiling s make for per­ 
manence and “solidarity ,” a word al 
most as much in vog ue among the com­ 
rades as “class consciousness.'* 


Resume o f So cia list Ideas. 
It is impossible to put the Socialist 
demands into brief compass and do 
them justice. 
In a word, they call for 
the collective ownership of the means 
of production and distribution. 
Gov­ 
ernment 
ownership 
and 
municipal 
ownership are not g enuine Socialist 
doctrines, y et are advocated by some 
members of the party as stepping 
stones to something bey ond. 
Capital 
is reg arded as the surplus product of 
labor and, since it becomes in turn a 
tool of further production, should not 
be left in private hands. 
Since labor 
produces all wealth the workers—and 
by this is meant all wag e earners— 
should stand tog ether for their own 
class, 
in other words, they should be 
class conscious. 
In the end the Socialists aim at tlie 
co-operative 
commonwealth, 
where

Third Pa rties Do Go o d. 
Ail these new parties make for g ood 
in the end. 
They sow the seed, and 
these g erminate and g row, but others 
reap the harvest. 
The spirit of Pop 
ulism was carried forward by Bry an 
and Roosevelt, and now the prog res- ■ 
sives are bearing it along . 
So even if ! 
the People’s party died its labor was 
not wholly In vain. 
The Prohibition j 
ists never elected a president or any J 
other official to speak of. y et county 
n^ter county and state after state are 
adopting some form of prohibition. 


practically all Industrial ag encies and 
utilities will be socially owned. 
They 
are not strong on patriotism, but be­ 
lieve in international brotherhood ot 
all toilers; hence are opposed to war. 
Takc» n all in all, they form a new and 
important factor In the world, not only 
by reason of their numbers, but be­ 
cause of their Ideals, and, judg ing by 
the recent election, they will have to 
be reckoned with hereafter in Ameri­ 
can politics. 
Mr. Berg er does not purpose to g ive 
the nation the whole Socialist dose at 
once, however. 
He will do as lie has 
done in Milwaukee, where the homeo­ 
pathic pellet and the soft pedal have 
been in vog ue.

Mr. Berg er was born in 18 90 and was 
educated in the Universities of Buda 
pest and Vienna. 
Before ho g raduated 
his father failed in business and mi- j 
g rated to America 
The boy worked at 
trades, then taug ht school and finally i 
became a newspaper man. editing the 
Daily Vorwaerts, flic U'ahrheit and the 
* i il Democratic Herald of Milwau- i 
He has been a member of the na- ; 
ini ex ecutive board of his party 
-Rice its org anization; also a deleg ate 
to the international cong resses. 
He 
has also been a candidate for cong ress 
and other offices and was an alderman 
at larg e in Milwaukee when elected 
this y ear. 
In Milwaukee every body calls him 
Victor, and,

name.

Dr. Cook, whose claim to hav ing dis­ 
cov ered the north pole ru ffled the tem­ 
per of Lieu tenant Peary , said he took 
a barrel of gu mdrops with him to tlie 
arctic becau se the Eskimos wou ld do 
any thing for three or fou r of the con 
factions. 
There is now ev idence that 
chewing gu m has gu mdrops beaten to 
a frazzle. 
Su ch is the opinion of Captain John 
Racklu nd of the trading schooner Yo- 
lu nte, which arriv ed at Seattle from a 
trip to the ex treme north of the conti­ 
nent with $300,000 worth of arctic 
fu rs.
